Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the combined teachings of Wright et al (US5685308) further in view of Wright et al 
(US55491 1 1 ). Wright et al '308 teaches that receive beamformation may be practiced 
with programmable rational non-integral staged decimation of the data stream during 
beamformation and practices delay focus interpolation in order to accommodate a 
variety of scan modes. Wright et al '1 1 1 notes that interpolation as required for 
production of multiple simultaneous receive scanlines is a reciprocal process to 
decimation since additional data points are created by in effect upsampling. 
Accordingly it would have been obvious to programmably decimate a data stream in 
association with multi-line beamforming in order to assemble multiple scan data 
acquisition lines during coherent multi-line acquisitions.
